Ottawa, Out., Aug. 32.— The auti-Jup- 
niu'se legislation of the .British Colum- 
bia legislature of last session will be 
disallowed in the near future, The 
Japanese government is quite indig- 
nant at tho uncompromising attitude of 
the legislators of the Pacific province. 
Mr. Xosse, Japanese consul general for 
Canada has been instructed from Barou 
Koinurn, minister of foreign affairs, to 
protest most vigorously against) the ac- 
tion of British Columbia, and appeal to 
the Cunndiun government to have tlie.se 
laws disallowed al an early date. It is 
pointed out that the Japanese are prac- 
tically debarred from the enjoyment of 
rights aud privileges granted to all other 
aliens in the province. It is argued also 
that the Immigration Law" recently un- 
acted is not only disadvantageous to 
Japanese subjects, but is contrary to 
the Canadian constitution. The Japanese 
government say they are extremely sur- 
prised at such action being taken in 
view of tlie severe restrictions iiiiposetl 
by them since 1U00 upon emigration of 
their people to Canada. 

The privilege accorded to soldiers and 
relatives of reduced cable rates to South 
Africa will be withdrawn on October 1

Emperor William Peters to Services of 
Iietiring Admiral. 

Berlin, Aug. 22.— Emperor William, in 
accepting Admiral von Deidricb's resig- 
nation, referred in highly flattering terms 
to his services in Asia and the reorgani- 
zation of navy, nnd appointed him hon- 
orary admiral of the naval corps. 

Admiral Count von Baudissin has 
been appointed second in command of 
the East Asiatic squadron and will pro- 
ceed to his post immediately. 

11 A VE BEEN SOLD. 

Lands Bequeathed by Rhodes to the 
Countess. 

London, Aug. 22.— The Essex County 
Chronicle says it hears that Cecil 
Rhodes bequeathed to the Countess of 
Warwick lands in South Africa, which 
have been sold for $1,01)0,000. The Earl 
and Countess of Warwick have an es- 
tate in Essex, which may account for 
the local paper obtaining this item of 
news. 

'The Countess, who years ago was re- 
ferred to as "Babbling Brookes," and 
who was well known as Lady Brooke, 
the famous beauty, founded the Brooke 
house, nl Beading, for the training of 
women, and some time ago added to it 
a colonial department in which women 
are taught cooking, housewifery, laun- 
dry work and dressmaking, Some time 
iie'lore Ihe death of Cecil Rhodes, the 
Countess published an article on "Train- 
ing (iirls For the Transvaal." ill which 
she directly appealed to Andrew Carne- 
gie for aid in the work. At the time 
the provisions of Mr. Rhodes' will were 
made public it was reported he left a 
huge sum of money to the Earl aud 
Count ess of Warwick because the CoilU- 
tess more than till other English women 
best personified British Imperialism from 
a feminine point of view, but the report 
was denied by an intimate friend of 
Khoiles who was familiar with the con- 
tents of the will. 

Sir Thomas Lipton was in an automo- 
bile accident, today while coming to 
town from his country house. His 12 
horse-power cur, which he was driving 
himself, skidded on the street rails at 
Woodgreen and crashed violently into 
the iron railing bordering the road. The 
ear was wrecked, and the railing was 
smashed for a considerable distance, but 
Sir Thomas escaped with a shock and 
a few bruises. 

A special despatch from Madrid says 
that advices received from Tangier an- 
nounces that the Sultan of Morocco had 
a dangerous accident while automobiling 
near Fez yesterday. The driver lost 
control of the car, which dashed into a 
stone wall. As the vehicle was not go- 
ing fast the Sultan escaped with a shak- 
ing up and a fright.

Mr. Kennedy had charge of the 
engineering work in connection with tin 
building of the Eastern section of the 
Y.. Y. & E. that forms a link between 
Cascade, It. ('.. nnd Carson, P.. C, on 
Mr. Hill's through line fo Republic open- 
ed for traffic a few -weeks ago. That 
portion of thet proposed line from 'Mid- 
way. It. C. west 100 miles to tho Simil- 
kameen river was surveyed last year by 
Mr. Kennedy's engineers. 



OERMAX FINANCES. 

Deficit Expected in the Revenue as 
Estimated. 

Berlin, Aug. 21. — The final figures of 
the Imperial treasury operations for the 
year which ended March !tl, just pub- 
lished, show a deficit from the budget 
estimates of S12,12."i,0()0, due to a shrink- 
age of the receipts, amounting to about 
$0,750,000, and increased expenditures 
totalling about ?5,230,000, of which the 
i.rm.v! ami uiivy pension's footed up $3,- 
087,500, while the army had .^O^o.OOO 
and the navy .^OUO.OOO extra. 

The increased receipts from some 
items were swallowed up by a $7,500,- 
000 falling oil' in the stamp taxes, near- 
ly till of which was from diminished 
bourse transactions, traceable to tlyi 
general financial depression. The deficit 
will be met out of the winter's loan and 
the shortage since March ol will be cov- 
ered by short-term treasury bills, which 
will be discounted by the Reichsbank. 
The treasury's requirements will thus be 
provided for until early In l'M'.i, the in- 
tention being, as already communicated 
to a New York financial house, to defer 
the issue of a loan till after the new 
year. 

Germany is pledged by ;i paragraph of 
the great naval programme bill to raise 
by loan during the 10-year period of 
naval construction somewhat less than 
half of the *12.j,(JtJO,000 necessary, iu- 
cluiling the money for the construction 
of the new docks. It is expected that 
the yearly revenue will provide the. re- 
mainder, and ulso for the increased ex- 
penditure growing from the personnel 
and maintenance of the licet. As there 
must be a loan yearly, there is a de- 
sire on the part of the treasury to 
widen the basis of international credit 
by interesting New York in Imperial 
three per cents. 

The treasury Is looking around for new 
sources of revenue and will probably in- 
crease the tobacco and beer taxes next 
year. An Imperial income tax is also 
regarded as being among the possibili- 
ties. 

Admiral Von Diedrichs has resigned 
his post as chief of staff of the navy. 
He has been succeeded by Vice-Admiral 
Buechsel. Admiral A'on Diedrichs is the 
officer who, as vice-admiral, was in com- 
mand of the German squadron of cruis- 
ers in 'Manila bay at the time Commo- 
dore, now Admiral Dewey, was operat- 
ing against the Spaniards.

Sporting Community Much

The announcement made in an evening 
paper on Thursday, that the open sea* 
son for pheasant and quail shooting 
would begin on .September 1, caused a 
good deal of indignant comment from 
the sportsmen of the city. It is a well 
known fact that the second brood of 
pheasants is scarcely half grown, and 
so slightly feathered that it would bo 
impossihle to distinguish the cocks from 
the hens, so that sportsmen were amaz- 
ed at the alleged announcement that the 
shooting of these birds, irrespective of 
sex, was to lie permitted on and after 
September L. Yesterday a number of 
gentlemen interested in the subject 
tunned themselves into a deputation and 
waited upon lion. J. l>. Prentice, pro- 
vincial secretary, to protest against the 
reported alteration in the game* regula- 
tions. Mr. Prentice received the depu- 
tation with his usual courtesy, and upon 
hearing the cause of complaint was as 
much surprized as any of his visitors. 
He hail made 110 such order, he said, nor 
had such an order been made in council. 
Finally, after some discussion as to the 
origin of the misleading report, Mr. 
(Prentice produced it copy of tho British 
Columbia Gazette of Thursday and 
allowed the deputation that there was 
m> order-iu-coancil as some members of 
the depuration said they understood was 
tin- foundation of the disquieting story, 
lie assured them that no change was 
contemplated to the regulations govern- 
ing pheasant and quail shooting, and 
the deputation took leave, their minds 
at ease as to the protection of the birds.

spending money, whereas, both histori- 
cally and actually, it is a limitation of 
the power of the Crown to spend money 
without the people's consent through, 
their representatives. The power of 
spending his own money is the sacred 
prerogative of the elector, which power 
is now put in force through the advice 
tendered the Crown asl to what money 
in ask for, by the committee of the- legis- 
lature known us the cabinet. If there 
is over expe-uditure or unwise expendi- 
ture,- then the legislature and the cabi- 
net p.re responsible. The people- must 
seek the constitutional remedy, which is 
in their hands. British Columbia is not 
suffering from over expenditure, but 
from under-cxponditure. It is a country 
which requires the expenditure of u vast 
amount of capital to make it productive. 
All excessively rich cpuntries do. The 
capital that is supplied by private en- 
terprise will only follow the capital sup- 
plied by the public credit. The debt of 
British Columbia must increase enor- 
mously before the country can bo really 
prosperous. The effect of money wisely 
spen*. by government is to reduce the per 
capita bunion of debt by increase of 
population, and also to reduce the per 
capita cost of administration, two things 
which make directly for prosperity. In 
this respect tlie people of British Co- 
lumbia have always been wiser than 
their critics. They have always. insisted 
upon the government spending as much 
money to open up the country as the 
government could lay its hands upon. 
The limit of expenditure sot by tho peo- 
ple has simply been tlie limit of money 
procurable by the government. There is 
a school of politics which objects to the 
government spending money to develop 
the country. Its members would have us 
step gingerly to bankruptcy through the 
pressure of too great expenses of ad- 
ministration, instead of by a bold capi- 
tal expenditure insure our solvency for- 
ever. It is these men, timorous finan- 
ciers, bclittlers of our heritage, miscal- 
ctilators of our resources, who are an 
injury to our credit. But this is a di- 
gression. Our object at present is to 
show, that there rail have been no dis- 
regard of responsible government in ex- 
penditures pressed for by the people 
through their representatives. The peo- 
ple pay the piper and have a right to 
call tlie turn-, a homely old proverb 
which expresses the essence of respon- 
sible government so far as the liuauces 
of a country are concerned.

Tho caucus is as natural an outcome 
of our system of responsible government 
as the cabinet. It is simply a convenient 
method of doing in a small house of 
representatives what is done in a large 
house by the aid of different machinery. 
Mr. Lugriu in a letter published this 
morning makes an onslaught on tho cau- 
cus system as the enemy of responsible 
government. His idea appears to be 
that a ministry should bring down legis- 
lation, and particularly tlie budget, rely- 
ing upon the wholly uninformed support 
of its followers. This never hus been 
done by any government, and it never 
will be done, so long as human nature 
remains what it is today. As a matter 
of fact the functions performed by 
the caucus are performed in the 
British (House of Commons by the party 
whips. Through the whips the feeling 
of the party is carefully tested upon gov- 
ernment proposals. If there is any in- 
dication of serious disagreement modifi- 
cations are made until something accep- 
table to the general opinion of the parly 
is arrived at. This nearly always means 
compromise and a certain amount of 
give and take between opposing opinions. 
It is only where an irreconcilable differ- 
•enee of opinion exist-; among the follow- 
ers of a government that it proposes to 
the legislature a measure upon whirl) 
members must either swallow something 
I hey do not like or renounce their party 
allegiance. The abolition of all machin-

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GOVERNMENT BY CAUCUS. 
Sir, — It was In •'Sain Slick." I think, that 
Judge Unllburton satirized the "log-rolling" 
system of finance, which In the days of 
the Family Compact prevailed In Nova 
Scotia Log-rolling is a term derived from 
tlie lumber woods, and from the filet that, 
where one log may not roll readily, a 
number of logs set going at once will move 
reslstlessly. The Irresponsible rulers of 
Nova Scotia, in the days before Joseph 
Howe began his crusade, used to control 
the Legislature 'by this process. They con- 
sented to appropriations to their friends 
and then secured the support of the rest 
of the House by concessions to others, so 
that the votes of the session went through 
'by virtue of their weight and not of their 
merit. Fcuety, in his .Political Notes cind 
Observations, describes how the same pro- 
cess was worked in New Brunswick. It 
was one of the evils of the old system, and 
a principal reform resulting from the agi- 
tation for Responsible Government, was 
the surrender by the Legislature of the 
right to initiate money grants la exchange 
tfor tlie surrender by the Crown of the 
control of "the casual and territorial rev- 
enue." Log-rolling finance Is the rule, and 
may be the ruin of British Columbia. The 
difference between the practice prevailing 
hi Nova Scotia and that In vogue here, Is 
that there the log-rolling -was done on the 
lloor.s of the House, while hen- It Is done 
In the caucus. 
The Initiation of money grants by the 
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A ready made wall coating 
that is permanent, healthy ana 
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means of the government whips, would 
force a certain number of members to 
make this decision as to their continued 
allegiance every hour of the day, and in 
what way the interests of responsible 
government would be advanced thereby 
we altogether fail to see. What is re- 
sponsible government? The phrase is 
continually on the lips of many in Brit- 
ish Columbia. We him' heard it till we 
are sick of it, and we have never heard 
it more often than from those who have 
from time to time besought the lieuten- 
ant-governor to advise ami command 
his ministers instead of listening to 
their advice. 'That, however, is a differ- 
ent question from tho one now under 
consideration. Mat it has certainly oc- 
curred to us that; those who are ready 
to welcome what would bo an abuse of 
the prerogative of the Crown to advance 
their own political ideas, must have a 
very hazy notion of what responsible 
government really is. Responsible gov- 
ernment is a government where tlie 
executive is responsible to an elective 
assembly, and where that assembly is 
responsible to the people, government 
in fact by the people, government where 
tho will of the people is subordinate to 
nothing stive tho providence of Cod. 
The safeguard of responsible government 
is the control by the people of tlie purse 
strings of the country's exchequer, the 
fact thnt the executive must ask for 
money from the people. Our correspon- 
dent refers to this safeguard, but in- 
verts its significance in n most curious 
fashion.- He speaks of the initiation of 
money grants by the executive as the 
safeguard of responsible government, 113 
if it were in some way a limitation of 
the representatives of the people from 



LAUOU UEADEltS. 

Ralph Smith, M. 1'., has been looked 
upon as the leader of tile Labor party 
in Canada. For three years he has pre- 
sided over the deliberations of the no- 
minion Labor Congress as its president. 
The Nanaimo .Miners' union, however, 
whose delegate he was, has withdrawn 
from the Congress, and whatever his 
status may be there, he will not repre- 
sent that union. Dissatisfaction with 
Mr. Smith's continuous and steady sup- 
port of the Laurier government is as- 
signed as tlie reason for the loosening of 
the ties between himself and organised 
labor. In truth it has been difficult to 
distinguish Mr. Smith from an ordinary 
Liberal member of parliament, and the 
hypocrisy of the Laurier government in 
dealing with tlie political issues affect- 
ing working men, has caused u reaction 
against him. To oppose tho demands of 
organized labor as incompatible with the 
good of the whole community is one 
thing, to play with these demands and 
to hold out specious hopes is another 
thing, and the bitter has been the course 
adopted by tlie Laurier government. As 
til result, the labor vote is beginning to 
think that it is only us a vote that it 
is highly prized by the Liberal party. 
So far as Ralph Smith is personally 
concerned, his is an experience common 
to labor representatives who are placed 
in positions requiring them to represent 
the interests of the community as a 
whole. The first clash which occurs be- 
tween the class whose- special represen- 
tative they are, and the interests of 
the people at large, they liud themselves 
in) an untenable position, and generally 
contrive to lose the coulideuco of bo_th 
the electorate ami the labor unions. 
Along certain lines uf legislation, the 
electorate rs a whole decs not move 
nearly so fast as the labor unions, and 
the 'labor politician timls himself with 
one foot in one boat and the other in a 
second, which is rapidly moving away 
from it. The result to him is inevitable. 
No labor politician has yet appeared why

In Which it administers the revenue of the 
country that the Crown is responsible to 
thu people through their representatives, 
'but when the ministry throws Itself Into 
the hands of tlie caucus, all responsibility 
Is at an end. Instead of depending upon 
the merits of their pulley -for support, tho 
ministry rely upon making concessions suf- 
UVIent to secure a majority of the caucus, 
'Which, under tin.' system of caucus gov- 
ernment, means the control of tlie Legisla- 
ture. Let us suppose a case where tho 
Legislature is pretty evenly divided be- 
tween the government anil opposition par- 
ties. In such a ease, where a bare major- 
ity of tlie caucus controls the action of 
the government. It follows that less than 
a third id' the Legislature can control the 
action of the whole body, bast session tlie 
government caucus usually numbered 
twenty. Eleven Is a majority of twenty, 
hence eleven members of the caucus, or six 
besides tlie members of the government, 
might have controlled a House of thirty 
eight members. One dees not need to lie 
very famdiar with the political history of 
the luMt ten years In tills province to he 
aide to recall Instances whore measures 
have been passed 'l>v the log-rolling process, 
whereas If they had been presented on their 
own merits, they would have been ignomin- 
ious!}- defeated. Who does not know that 
the time has long since passed when a 
ministry In this province brought their 
measures Into the House and stooil or fell 
'by them'.' Ho we nut all know that acts 
of government policy and proposed ex- 
penditures are altered heyoud n gnltlun 

in obedience to the dictates of the caucus'.' 
it Is a mere pretence to talk of responsi- 
ble government while this condition of 
things exists. 

Uut what I wish to speak about especially 
Is the effect of this practice upon the nuan- 
ces of the country. It Is tin- duty of the 
ministry, and of the ministry alone, to 
recommend what taxation shall be Impos- 
ed upon tile people, how It shall tie im- 
posed and how tile money raised' shall Vie 
expended, and this recommendation should 
be made to and discussed 'by the full House. 
The fathers of responsible government 
would have scouted the Ideal of submit- 
ting their estimates of revenue and ex- 
penditure to the criticisms of a caucus, in 
their days, and unless 1 am greatly mis- 
taken, in some of the provinces now. the 
government brings down Its estimates with- 
out consulting Its supporters except In a 
general way as to tlie needs of their con- 
stituencies. In the province of New liruns- 
-wick 1 have known the Legislature to 
meet on Thursday, pass the Address on 
'Friday, adjourn over Saturday and hnve 
the estimates on the table on Monday, 
without anything resembling a MUCUS be- 
ing held. In this province weeks pass after 
the session opens before the estimates are 

iforth ning, and In the meantime the 

caucus has wrestled with them, ami pri- 
vate pressure has been brought to bear by 
members, until, I venture to say, the gov- 
ernment has on many occasions, been at 
Its wit's end to know what to do to satis- 
fy the demands upon it. There is no surer 
road to over-expenditure than this. 

Tin- caucus system Is the enemy of free 
discussion. I have heard members of our 
Legislature complain that government sup- 
porters ventured to discuss ijucstlons on the- 
lloor of the Houso. "Why could they not 
register their kicks In caucus'/" asked one 
gentleman during the hist session. "Regis- 
ter your kick la caucus," .1101 the difficulty 
can be patched up, the public can be kept 
in Ignorance of the real opinions of the 
members and you can gel what yon want 
1>J* refusing to let others get what they 
want, unless you do.

Colonist representative interviewed Mr. 
E. O. iMohun, the engineer, who plan- 
ned and who superintended the construc- 
tion of the system, and who therefore 
may be regarded as a high authority on 
the subject. "In the first place," said 
Mr. Moliun, "the tanks provided are au- 
tomatic, that is they tlush themselves 
without having to pay anybody to look 
alter lliein. And that the whole system 
of sewers, including the Hush tauks and 
connections lias worked satisfactory 
end with scarcely a cent for repairs is 
borne out by I he lad that ever since 
LS!)2 the annual reports of the city en- 
gineer have stated tins explicitly. Even 
Mr. Topp's report of Inst year. I think, 
is equally commendatory of the system, 
and its working. Why I be city needs 
to pay a man to go around aud empty 
these tanks is more Mian I can under- 
stand, when they operate themselves. 
"The construction of the tanks i very 
imple. They vary in size fiom llKI 
i 15(1 gallons, and are made of leuient, 
ml are tilled with clean water, a siphon 
inptics i heiii every 12 or 2-K hours, or 
oftenet: as required. The water to till 
these tanks is taken direct from the 
mains by a quarter inch pipe fitted with 
an ordinary slot cock. 1'liat is all the 
mechanism then' is to the tanks. The 
water is allowed to run in slowly or 
rapidly, just as the requirements ot the 
ease demand. As a rule the tauks are 
supposed to be emptied once in l - _! boms, 
but of course where there are but a fi iv 
bouses on the line to be Hushed it may 
be necessary to empty the tanks mure 
frequently, say twice in 1'-' hours. The 
tanks, 1 m.-y explain, are provided ai 
the heals or extreme end of the small 
lateral sewers, ami number all told 
about 5n. So that if the men in charge 
see that the system is working properly 
the whole amount of water required to 
Hush the sewers is a mere bagatelle. If 
through negligence the slop cocks are 
not properly set, and are allowed to 
run lull blast, of course tin' tanks will 
empty themselves almost every hour, 
or quicker, as they tire filled, and tbel'f 
will be n great waste of water. The 
principle upon which they work is the 
formation of n vacuum in the siphon at 
the bottom of the tank; as soon as the 
wrier ii; the tank rises above a certain 
point ils weight overcomes the resis- 
tance of the air in the vacuum, and the 
whole of tin- contents are discharged 
into i he sewer. The amount of (dean 
water which these ranks bold is sntli- 
eieut to till the sewer chock-a-block with 
a solid column of water, about 50 feet 
long, which thoroughly cleans out u!i 
sewerage from the small pipe. Once the 
sewerage reaches the main sewer it is 
carried along by the constant volume 
of water in all the large sewers. You 
can readily see from this that the only 
possible way in which the tanks can 
get out of working order is that these 
water cocks are not properly adjusted. 
The system is that which is adopted 
everywhere, and in building septic tanks 
at the Provincial jail the same method 
of Hushing has been followed, and in 
fact also in those built at Vancouver. 

"The fact of the mutter is," continued 
Mr. .Mnliiin. "there is too much of this 
letting perfectly irresponsible workmen 
tinker with things which they do not 
properly understand.

Roastinq Heaps Burning Stead- 
ily and Sampling Works 
In Operation. 



About Ten Thousand Tons of 
Ore Now on the 
Dump. 



The latest news from the Crofton 
smelter, contained in the. last issue of 
the Crofton Gazette, is to the effect that 
tho samplers are steadily at work and 
the whole of the ore than was accumu- 
lated for them has now been disposed or, 
and now shipments can be treated 
directly on arrival. Shipments from the 
iLenora mine havo been renewed and 
will now continue daily. The roast heaps 
are burning steadily. The fumes from 
them are not felt to any jjreat extent in 
the town, as the prevailing winds blow 
them either directly against the bnck 
hills or over the bay. Several carloads 
of coal have arrived from Iiadysmtth, 
'but the smelter company are now wait- 
ins for coke. When this arrives the 
"blowing in" need not be far off, unless 
as a matter of convenience. The water- 
jacket furnace is practically completed 
and bricked in, a few connections alone 
remaining to be made. The new copper 
jpcket furnace, however, and the con- 
verters htive yet to arrive, and there is 
a good deal of work being done in the 
erection of machine and blacksmith' 
shops nt the back of the boiler house, 
and a foundry is to he installed. The 
company have ordered a yard engine of 
their own, so as to be independent o? 
the railway company in hauling wagons 
to and from the wharf, etc. A Fair- 
banks railroad standard scale has now 
been placed in position. On to these the 
earload of ore is drawn, and the weight 
is taken automatically and tickets 
stamped with the figures so that no mis- 
take can lie possible. On the return trip 
the empty car is weighed, and the differ- 
ence give's of course the actual weight of 
ore. 

From another source it is learned that 
there aro now about 10,000 tons of ore 
on the dumps at the Crofton smelter. 
Over -1.000 tons are in process of roast- 
ing, and another heap of 2,000 tons is 
now being prepared for roasting. Tho 
sampler is running right along, and up 
to date about 0,000 tons of ore have 
'been sampled, and some 200 ions per day 
aro' now being handled by the sampler. 

While it cannot be stated definitely the 
date on which the smelter would he 
blown iu, it is thought the event would 
take place in the very near future.

Andrews who has been working 
on the Golden Gate in Deadwood camp, 
has uncovered a vein of rich ore. Tho 
Golden Gate which adjoins the London 
is situated north of the Sunset and 
Crown Silver mines. 

Tho iron mines in the Golden river 
district, in which Mr. 41. E. Newton, 
of the Golden Eagle mine, is interested, 
are very promising. Ilis syndicate pro- 
jiose eventually to establish steel works 
at or near Port Renfrew. To this end 
they are acquiring properties ami de- 
veloping them to the producing stage.

last week showed a small record of ship- 
ments from the Boundary mines, this 
week is even smaller, there being but 
two mines on the shipping list, owing to 
the continued shortage of coke at the 
three smelters in this section. 

The Granby mines shipped COO tons to 
the Granby smelter, and the Emma 
mine, iu Summit Camp, shipped SO tons 
to the Hall mines smelter at Nelson, 
making a total of 740 tons for tho week, 
or 201,301 tons for the year 1002. 

Coke has been steadily coming in of 
late, however, and early next week the 
Granby -and Mother Lode reduction 
works will be in blast again and both 
properties will send out large ship- 
ments of oro regularly.

Lew Jones and Ahx. McKinnon ar- 
rived from Dawson yesterday and are 
registered at the 'Dominion. Mr. Jones, 
formerly a well known and respected 
citizen of Nanaimo, reports that business 
iu Dawson is fairly good, but the place 
is over-crowded with workingmeu, a ma- 
jority of whom are hopelessly seeking 
employment. Wages on the creeks run 
from $4.50 to $5 and board, but the de- 
mand is limited, ami in consequence 
there are hundreds of workmen anxious 
leave the country but without the 
means to do so. Those who are fortun- 
ate enough to possess the means to pay 
their fares up river to 'White Horse 
crowd every outconiiug steamer and 
walk the rest of the way over the White 
iPass to Skagway, where many of them 
are stranded. Mr. Jones does not wtsn 
it to be understood that "hard times 
have struck" Dawson, hut that there 
are too many men for the limited amount 
work on the creeks. If it wore md 
for the government road work, he says, 
there would be a large number of la- 
borers in actual distress, but the govern- 
ment has inaugurated a system of uo- 
essary roads and trails, which jives 
mploymeut to hundreds of men, at SO 
ents an hour, who would otherwise le 
a charge upon the community. 

This season's clean-up will fall con- 
siderably short of last year's, owing to 
the fact that water was very .scar, o 
early in the summer, and that when .ne 
rains did come they came with such a 
rush that claim-owners who had neglect- 
ed to put in wing dams found their 
ground sluices flooded, and thus lost a 
considerable percentage of their dumps. 

The hydraulic companies are installing 
large and expensive plants, and expect 
good results next season, few of them 
be ; ng in a position to realize this season, 
but the outlook is very promising, as 
there is no doubt as to the value of the 
gravels on which they are preparing to 
operate. While the creeks in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Dawson are still, in 
many instances, paying propositions to 
the individual placer miner, Mr. Jones 
is of the opinion that the bulk of the 
gold which they undoubtedly contain, 
will bo won by the hydraulic nrocess. 

Trade at White Morse and tbe unn.»r 
river is dull, consequent upon the feet 
that the groat bulk of heavy freight is 
taken in by St. (Michael. Skagway is 
exceedingly dull, the business there hav- 
ing fallen off to such a degree that peo- 
ple are leaving the place as fast as they 
can. Mr. Jones and his companion, Mr. 
McKinnon. were forced to spend four 
I'nvs there, waiting for the steamer, and 
they describe them as the longest they 
ever put in. 

iMr. Jones leaves for Nanaimo todnv 
to visit friends. He will return to Yu- 
kon before tho freeze-up, as he has 
every confidence in the country. Ho 
feels convinced that as prospecting ex- 
tends to tbe upper country, new discov- 
eries of rich placer ground will be made 
and that tho famous Klondike rush will 
be repeated many times before the full 
resources of tfle wonderful North coun- 
try are frilly recognized. 

THE NORTHPORT SMELTER. 

Improvements to the .Plant That 
Amount to a Practical Rebuilding. 

In the past six months, says the Boss- 
land Miner, a series of changes and im- 
provements have been made at the 
Northport smelter, the net result of 
which is that the plant has been prac- 
tically rebuilt. Machinery has been re- 
arranged and replaced, furnaces rebuilt, 
dust, chambers improved and additional 
plant added on a considerable scale. Tire 
latest addition lu the machinery is an 
enormous <!ates roil; crusher with a ca- 
pacity of 00 tons per hour. This is now 
in position and will be in operation with- 
in a few days. The No. 1 furnace was 
blown in on Sunday after having been 
reconstructed from top to bottom, equip- 
ped with modern appliances, so that it 
is now a brand new feature of the 
plant. Tin' No. 2 furnace is being 
similarly rebuilt and re-equipped; it will 
be ready to blow in about September 1. 
The No. O furnace has also just been 
rebuilt, and No. 4 is now torn one un- 
dergoing a similar process, to be com- 
pleted and in readiness for operation by 
September 15. Furnaces 1 and 2 have 
a capacity of 200 tons each, while 'Nos. 
3, 4. 5 and O each .have a capacity of 
300 tons, making the total capacity tl* 
the plant with all six furnaces in opera- 
introduced with a capacity of 50 tons per 
of the plant a big steam shovel has been 
iutriduced with a capacity of 50 tons per 
liuiir. With this appliance all the 
"roast" for both shifts in all six fur- 
naces could be handled in ten hours. 
Other automatic apparatus is contem- 
plated, and its acquisition will further 
increase the labor-saving devices of the 
institution. 

The situation with respect to coke is 
rapidly clearing up. The bulk of the 
coke now used at the Northport smel- 
ter is being brought in from the East 
and the quantities available aro such 
that some is now being placed in re- 
serve. A quantity is being brought in 
from Fairfax, Washington., and sirrr> 
nlies will also be imported from the 
Dunsmtiir colleries. Eventually the 
total supply for tho plant will be brought 
from iFernie over the Crow's Nest Sou- 
thern road of The Great Northern svs- 
tem, and when this is realized the plant 
will secure the cheap coke promised by 
President Hill and regarded as one of 
the most important features in connec- 
tion with the future of the. smelter and 
the Rossland mines under the same 
management. 



Mr. II. C. Killeen, provincial superin- 
tendent of public works, who recently 
returned from a trip of inspection in the 
Cariboo district, informs the Colouist 
that the hydraulic mining industry re- 
ceived a severe check this season owing 
to lack of water. lie describes the 
Cariboo Hydraulic property as wonder- 
fully rich, requiring only a sufficient 
head of water to make it very profitable 
to its owners. He was much impressed 
with the systematic work done by the 
resident manager, Mr. Hbbson, who has 
placed the property in such splendid con- 
dition that all that is required is a win- 
ter of hgavy snow to insure a rich clean- 
up. As it is, although the water was 
low this season, Mr. Hobsou has been 
able to make a very good showing, and 
has bis ground so well prepared for fu- 
ture operations that nothing but some un- 
foreseen calamity can stand in the way 
of ultimate success. 

The great drawback to the Cariboo 
district, says IMr. Killeen, is the lack of 
transportation facilities. If a railway 
were built through the country it would 
quickly fill up with settlers, for, apart 
from its m'ncral wealth, there is no bet- 
ter cattle raising country on the contin- 
ent, but robbed as it is of means of ae- 
ces-'. it must remain practically a terra- 
incognita.

Especially Is there 
present the error that one need not ad- 
vertise In what Is known ns a dull season. 
One has but to compare the newspapers ( ..r 
July wllli those of December to know what 
a great difference there Is between - tile busy 
season In the matter of advertising. 

The error of this intermitted advertising 
Is apparent on Its face. Energy to be ef- 
fective, must be constant. Merchants do 
not penult their employees to relax vigil- 
ance and effort. They are expected to 
strive as hard In August to sell goods as 
they do In the holiday season. It Is' true 
that more poods are sold at certain sea- 
sons of tlio year than at others. It Is true 
that there are positively periods of de- 
pression la trade, when men liny with 
greatest possible economy and get along 
with lust ns little as thev can. I!ut the 
fact remains that buying Is going on at all 
seasons of the year — In' January, la Slay, 
in November. There Is never a time when 
buying ceases. Jf Is a great unwritten 
law that where tho supply Is least those 
wishing to secure it should try hardest to 
get their shure of what Is going. 

It would not be the part of prudence to 
advertise as. freely In a very dull season 
as in one of great activity in trade. It 
would not be economy, hut prodigal waste 
to do this. But the advertiser should be 
Instant in season and out of season, die 
should keep himself constantly before the 
public. The latter has a short memory. 
The mucli-advertlsod man of today is for- 
gotten tomorrow If he ceases to advertise. 
When one stops, at the resumption he must 
'begin all over again. The man who keesp 
at It is he who "gathers most persimmons." 
Ifo docs not rest that he may consume 
what !s gathered while others are picking 
up whatever Is in .sight. The motto or the 
advertiser should he. "Keep at it. Jog the 
pirtdic all of the time."

Values of staple goods 
are linn, the mills are busy and in a good 
many cases deliveries of some lines of 
woolen and cotton fabrics are backward. 
Country remittances are fair for this sea- 
son, and they are expected to show a 
marked Improvement next month. There 
Is a good demand for money. Next month 
the demand is expected to expand and the 
rales will be firmer. 

At Toronto this week the wholesale bus- 
iness lias been fair for tills season. The 
general markets have been quiet, as they 
always are In August. The trade Is making 
active preparations for SeptcuVber activity 
in business, when the buying Is expected to 
lie renewed on a Urge scale. Millinery 
openings and the industrial exhibition are 
expected to attract large numbers during 
the llrst week in Septotn'bor. Excellent 
crops In Ontario should, It Is thought, lend 
to larger preparations on the part of the 
retail merchants for the fall and winter 
trade than last year, and on that account 
an Increased movement In staple goods Is 
looked for n»xt month. Retail trade la 
the past week has Improved somewhat and 
country remittances are very fair for Aug- 
ust. There is a good demand for money 
and rates are steady. 

At Quebec trade Is much the same as the 
preceding week. In the country enquiries 
for seasonable goods have boon better. As 
a rule, payments are fair for this season. 
Crop conditions throughout the province 
are reported favorable, nnd In some dis- 
tricts a scarcity of harvesters. During the 
week a branch of the •Canadian Manufact- 
urers' Association has been formed In the 
city, and It Is probably every manufactur- 
er in Quebec will be Identified with the or- 
ganization.

[low much the public will recover of 
the amount invested 111 such of these 
companies as have vanished or are prac- 
tically worthless may be imagined from 
the announcement that the creditors ol 
the London and Globe will receive pa}- 
inent of Is. in the £. and that nothing 
remains for the shareholders. 

The stages that led Up to this, the bnal 
debacle, are too familiar to need re- 
counting here in detail. 

On December 28. 1S)0I). the London 
and Globe was unable to meet us en- 
gagements on the Stock Exchange. 

dav the directors mot and re- 
solved to call a general meeting ol the 
shareholders for voluntary winding-up. 
This was done on January 14, 11)01. 

On October 30, l'.lOl, upon the petition 
of a creditor, an order was made for the 
compulsory winding-up- of the London 
iind (ilobe. 

After this a public examination was 
granted to Mr. Whitaker Wright. The 
papers of this were then sent to the 
Treasury soon after its conclusion. The 
Treasury received them about twelve 
months ago. 

The Treasury, after going into tap 
matter, had two courses open to them- 
to prosecute or not to prosecute sonic 
person or persons. 

Nnder ordinary conditions the Public 
Prosecutor would take action on his own 
account if he hail reason to consider ac- 
tion necessary; or he might be ordered 
to do so by the Attorney-General. 

The option of initiative therefore rests 
with the Public Prosecutor. lie bus, 
however, no such option if the Attor- 
ney-General tells aim not, to prosecute. 
The latter, representing the Treasury, 
lias the power to veto any proceedings. 

If, therefore, there "was any necessity 
for prosecution in connection with the 
London and Globe case, it has been 
burked at the instigation of the Treas- 
ury. 

As to the necessity of prosecution, it is 
only necessary to sny that the reports 
bristle with allegations against Mr. 
AYhitaker Wright. It is as necessary for 
his vindication, if innocent, as for his 
punishment, if guilty, that the matter 
should come before a tribunal. 

The shareholders of the London and 
Globe company form n numerous com- 
munity. For the most part they are 
■well-to-do. Unlike the Liberator suffer- 
ers, there are probably few shareholders 
in Air, Whitaker Wright's group of com- 
panies who are not nblc to bear their 
losses. At the same time, there are 
hundreds of investors who have been 
Iianl hit by the collapse of the London 
* Globe. group id" undertakings. 

The following letter is selected from 
the correspondence which has reached 
us. as it so fairly represents the' point 
of view of the bona fide investor: 
To the Editor of the Express: 

Sir: I am unable to express to yon 
the gratitude with which I have road

The operations of the company were 
so large, anil the character of the direc- 
torate so unimpeachable, that 1 felt 
justified in accepting as true the stnie- 
ments of fact to which both Lord Dllf- 
ferin ami Lord Loch had set their 
hands. They spoke of the company as 
about to cuter the category of non-spec- 
ulative securities, and partaking of the 
character of an invested stock. I natur- 
ally believed the statement, and I in- 
vested my modest savings, which rep- 
resented very hard work and continuous 
exertion over long periods of years. 

Wh.cn the report for September. ISO's), 
was published I fell fully justified in 
purchasing some more shares, which was 
done against the advice of my broker, 
for I relied, as I consider I was jtisti- 
lied in doing, on the great names anil 
social standing of the directors of the 
company.

Very soon I heard rumors of trouble, 
but, reposing absolute faith in Lord Iluf- 
feriu and his colleagues, I laughed at 
I lie warnings received, and bought a 
few more shares at lower prices. In

! showing that for the previous period of 
twelve months a profit had been earned 
or carried over from the last account of 
three-quarters of a million sterling. 

At the time this statement was made 
the company was, as your articlo says, 
bankrupt. A few day,-; later it became 
insolvent, but even then the game was 
not over. 

The meeting of tin? shareholders at the 
Cannon street hotel was misled and de- 
ceived by gross misstatements of fact, 
not to use a harsher term, and the share- 
holders were cajoled into granting a vol- 
untary liquidation. 

No one was associated with Mr. Whit- 
aker Wright. although a suggestion 
was made that since Lord riufferin was 
ignorant of the company's affairs (a ter- 
rible admission in the cars of confiding 
shareholders), someone should in- as- 
sociated with Mi-. Whitaker Wright who 
could play the game which Lord [Juffer- 
in did not understand. 

This suggestion iviis^jol followed up, 
and Mr. Whitaker Wrjght had it all bis 
own way. What money there was re-
